CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT,  1869. 


To  the  Eight  Worshipful  the  President,  and  the 
Governors  of  King  Edward’s  Schools. 


My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Peport  for  the 
year  1869. 


Between  the  1st  day  of  January  and  the  31st  of  December, 
the  admissions  and  discharges  were  as  follows —

There  were  remaining  in  the  Schools  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  107  hoys  and  110  girls,  making  a  total  of  217  inmates. 


Four  hoys  were  admitted  from  the  City  of  London. 


You  are  probably  aware  that  the  scheme  for  the  Pegula- 
tion  of  the  Charity,  approved  by  the  Master  of  the  Polls  in 
1860,  provides  for  the  maintenance  and  education  of  300 
children  ;  and  the  new  School  at  Witley  for  hoys  was  accord¬ 
ingly  arranged  for  the  accommodation  of  150  ;  whilst  the 
premises  in  St.  George’s  Poad,  vacated  by  the  removal  of 
the  hoys,  are  sufficiently  spacious  to  admit  the  full  number 
of  girls.  Early  in  the  last  year,  the  Governors  resolved  to 
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act  partially  upon  the  power  conferred  on  them  by  the 
scheme,  and  increased  the  number  of  inmates  from  100 
of  each  sex  to  110.  This  will  account  for  the  admissions 
being  more  numerous  than  in  the  last  few  years.  I  trust  the 
time  is  not  far  distant,  when  the  Governors  will  find  them¬ 
selves  in  a  position  to  extend  the  benefits  of  the  Charity  to 
a  greater  number  still.  I  believe  it  will  be  practicable  to  do 
this  without  any  very  serious  addition  to  the  Establishment. 
One  or  two  extra  servants  may  possibly  he  required  when 
the  full  number  contemplated  by  the  scheme  shall  have  been 
reached :  hut  it  is  just  as  easy,  and  on  the  whole  more 
economical,  to  manage  a  large  school  than  a  smaller  one.

The  Girls’  School  in  London  was  examined  by  the  Lev. 
0.  B.  Byers,  on  Tuesday,  July  27th.  The  Boys’  School,  at 
Witley,  on  Wednesday,  August  4th,  by  E.  C.  Tufnell, 
Esq.  one  of  Her  Majesty’s  Inspectors,  to  whose  kindness  wo

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have  been  indebted  for  a  similar  service  in  several  previous 
years.  I  transcribe  the  Reports  of  these  gentlemen,  which 
I  trust  you  will  consider  satisfactory. 

King  Edwaed's  School,  St.  G-eoege’s  Road, 

July  27th,  1869. 

“  I  have  just  examined  this  Girls’  School.  I  find  the  children 
tolerably  advanced  in  Elementary  Arithmetic.  They  read  fluently 
and  intelligently,  write  from  dictation  easily,  and  with  a  fair 
degree  of  accuracy,  and  their  copy-books  are  neatly  written. 

“  The  Religious  Knowledge  is  very  satisfactory.  Many  of  the 
answers  were  thoughtful,  and  there  was  evidence  of  painstaking 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  teachers.  I  am  glad  also  to  find  that 
Needlework  occupies  an  important  position  in  the  School,  and 
appears  to  be  well  taught.  The  Girls  fix  their  own  work,  and  are 
instructed  in  the  arts  of  measurement  and  cutting  out. 

“  The  Discipline  is  good  ;  and  the  whole  tone  of  the  School 
healthy  and  encouraging. 

“  The  Mistress  appears  to  have  worked  faithfully  and  zealously. 

“  I  also  inspected  the  Dormitories  and  other  apartments,  and 
found  order,  cleanliness  and  neatness  everywhere. 

“  The  whole  Establishment  reflects  credit  upon  those  to  whom 
its  management  is  entrusted.

“  I  came  here  officially  to  examine  the  School ;  and  having 
done  so  for  several  previous  years,  I  can  conscientiously  declare 
that  the  children  have  never  passed  a  more  satisfactory  examina¬ 
tion  than  this  year  ;  or  one  more  clearly  indicating  the  skill  and 
diligence  of  the  Teachers  and  Managers  of  the  Establishment.

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A  few  days  afterwards,  Mr.  Tufnell,  wlio  had  been  en¬ 
gaged  in  official  duties  in  a  neighbouring  parish,  again  paid 
us  a  visit,  and  made  the  following  entry  in  the  Visitors’ 
Book : — 


“  20 th  August ,  1869. 

“  Visited  the  Schools  without  notice,  and  find  nothing  to 
modify  the  favourable  Report  I  gave  of  them  at  my  last 
inspection. 

“E.  C.  T” 

Of  the  Boys  who  have  left  us  to  join  the  Royal  Navy,  I 
continue  to  receive  the  most  satisfactory  accounts.  During 
the  14  years  I  have  held  my  present  office,  I  have  been  able 
to  provide  for  no  less  than  660  in  this  most  honourable 
service.  Of  this  number  a  very  large  proportion  are  still 
serving  their  Queen  and  country  with  credit  to  themselves 
and  their  School,  and  some  of  them  have  been  fortunate 
enough  to  attain  to  the  rank  of  petty  officers.  Their  habits 
of  discipline  and  obedience,  acquired  in  the  School,  are  found 
so  valuable,  and  their  intelligence  has  been  so  quickened  by 
mental  training,  that  the  officers  of  H.  M.  Ships  prefer  them 
to  all  other  boys,  and  allow  me  to  enter  them  at  an  earlier 
age  than  is  usual.  I  trust  that  this  distinctive  feature  of  the 
Institution,  as  in  a  great  measure  a  Training  School  for  the 
Royal  Navy,  will  continue  to  be  maintained  ;  for  there  is  no 
employment  which  holds  out  so  certain  a  prospect  of  per¬ 
manence,  together  with  adequate  remuneration. 

Some  of  the  Dovernors  who  were  present  at  the  last 
examination  of  the  Boys,  having  expressed  an  opinion  that 
it  would  be  desirable  to  erect  a  model  ship  at  AVitley,  1  was 
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directed  to  consider  the  matter,  and  report  upon  it.  This  I 
have  done ;  and  in  a  paper  submitted  to  our  late  Treasurer, 
I  stated  at  some  length  my  reasons  for  thinking  such  an 
addition  to  our  school  material  superfluous.  I  will  only  say 
now  briefly,  that  from  enquiries  made,  I  ascertained  that  a 
model  ship  could  not  be  erected  without  the  expenditure  of 
a  very  large  sum  of  money — that  its  maintenance  would  also 
be  attended  with  considerable  expense,  and  that  the  cor¬ 
responding  advantages  would  be  very  small.  I  consulted 
the  Captain  of  the  Training  Ship  to  which  our  boys  go,  and 
he  assured  me  that  such  an  imperfect  knowledge  of  naval 
drill  as  we  should  be  able  to  impart  to  them  would  not  add 
to  their  value  in  his  estimation.  It  is  a  significant  fact,  that 
the  model  ship  at  the  Eoyal  Naval  School,  at  Greenwich, 
has  lately  been  removed,  and,  as  I  understand,  it  is  not 
intented  to  replace  it. 

On  the  26th  of  January  the  Annual  Concert  took  place  at 
Witley,  and  was  largely  attended  by  the  neighbouring 
gentry,  who  expressed  themselves  highly  pleased  with  the 
performance  of  the  boys.  It  was  conducted  by  our  zealous 
Schoolmaster,  Mr.  Smith,  who  is  also  our  Organist  and 
Choirmaster,  and  who  bestows  much  attention  and  labour 
upon  the  training  and  instruction  of  the  boys  in  vocal 
music. 

One  hundred  and  forty-five  rewards  have  been  paid  by  the 
Committee  during  the  year,  to  former  inmates,  who  attended 
before  them  with  certificates  of  good  conduct  in  their  places. 


Thirty-two  boys  and  twenty-seven  girls  were  rewarded  for 
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the  first  time ;  33  hoys  and  8  girls  for  the  second  time,  and 
42  boys  and  3  girls  for  the  third  time. 

Yon  will  agree  with  me,  I  think,  that  this  fact  affords  the 
clearest  possible  evidence  of  the  really  good  work  which  the 
Institution  has  done,  inasmuch  as  it  shows  that  our  children 
do  not,  on  leaving  the  Schools,  forget  the  lessons  of  virtue 
and  self  control  we  have  endeavoured  to  instil  into  their 
minds.  The  education  given  in  both  Schools  is  partly  mental, 
and  partly  industrial,  and  is  based,  I  need  scarcely  say,  on 
religious  teaching.  The  work  of  each  day  commences  and 
ends  with  united  prayer  for  God’s  blessing,  and  it  is  not 
surprising  therefore,  that  so  large  a  measure  of  success  should 
have  been  vouchsafed  to  our  efforts. 

In  my  last  Report,  I  alluded  to  the  general  health  of  the 
boys,  and  had  to  express  my  regret  that  it  was  not  so  satisfac¬ 
tory  as  could  be  wished.  The  Medical  Officers  of  Bethlehem 
Hospital  had  already  been  directed  to  confer  with  me  upon 
the  subject;  and  we  felt  it  our  duty,  after  much  consideration 
and  enquiry  of  the  managers  of  other  similar  Institutions, 
to  recommend  some  addition  to  the  Dietary.  This  addition, 
the  Governors,  with  their  usual  liberality,  immediately  sanc¬ 
tioned  ;  and  it  has  certainly  been  attended  with  beneficial 
results — if  not  to  the  full  extent  we  anticipated,  yet  sufficiently 
so  to  justify  the  experiment.  We  have  had  no  serious  case 
of  illness  during  the  year ;  and  it  is  an  encouraging  circum¬ 
stance  that  of  29  candidates  for  Naval  appointments,  only  5 
failed  to  pass  the  very  severe  medical  examination  on  board 
the  Training  Ship  at  Portsmouth.  In  this  respect  our  hoys 
contrast  very  favourably  with  other  London  boys.  The  last 
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Statistical  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Navy  presented  to 
Parliament  contains  a  paper  written  by  Dr.  C.  K.  Ord,  Staff- 
Surgeon,  R.N.,  giving  in  detail  the  results  of  the  examination 
of  nearly  6000  hoys  in  the  Fisguard  Flag-ship  at  Woolwich. 
This  ship  is  mainly  supplied  with  candidates  from  the  London 
district — as  our  School  is — and  it  appears,  that  out  of  the 
total  5567  hoys  who  presented  themselves  during  two  years, 
no  less  than  2303,  or  nearly  one-half,  were  rejected  as  being 
undersized,  or  otherwise  medically  unfit  for  the  service.  It 
is  also  stated  that  367  were  under,  and  636  over,  the  pre¬ 
scribed  age ;  494  were  unable  to  read,  and  169  to  write ; 
one  had  been  convicted  of  crime  and  sent  to  prison,  and 
two  had  been  in  reformatories ;  19  were  absent  from  medical 
examination ;  and  416  did  not  return  after  examination  with 
the  necessary  documents.  These  statistics  therefore  show 
that,  as  regards  London  and  its  immediate  neighbourhood, 
792  candidates  out  of  1000 — i.  e.  nearly  80  per  cent. — were 
rejected ;  so  that  no  fewTer  than  5  candidates  were  required  to 
supply  a  single  recruit ! 

It  would  appear  from  this,  that  the  London  boys  are  not 
a  robust  class ;  and  inasmuch  as  destitution  is  the  one 
qualification  for  admission  into  our  School,  it  is  probable  that 
we  are  presented  with  the  worst  specimens — lads  who  have 
become  debilitated  by  early  privations.  I  think  those  of 
the  Governors  who  are  in  the  habit  of  attending  our 
Committees  will  have  remarked  the,  generally  speaking, 
emaciated  condition  of  the  candidates.  That  we  are  able  to 
pass  so  large  a  number  into  the  Navy,  with  comparatively  so 
few  rejections,  shows  that  our  boys  do  profit  by  the  School 
regimen.  And  hence  I  must  conclude  that  the  health  of  the 
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boys  is  as  satisfactory  as  can  fairly  be  expected,  considering 
the  circumstances  under  which  they  come  to  us.  The  dietary 
is  now  as  liberal  as  in  other  similar  institutions — as  liberal, 
in  my  judgment,  and  as  appropriate  to  their  age  and 
requirements,  as  it  need  be  for  all  purposes  of  health ;  and 
in  all  cases  where  some  addition  or  variety  of  food  seems  to 
be  necessary,  it  is  at  once  supplied. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Schools  is  a  subject  which 
will  always  have  my  closest  attention ;  and  if  any  means 
occur  to  me  hereafter,  whereby  the  health  of  the  inmates  may 
be  promoted,  I  shall  not  fail  to  bring  them  under  the  notice 
of  the  Committee.  That  there  should  be  in  the  Schools 
some  children  of  weakly  constitutions  and  low  phisique,  is, 
I  fear,  what  we  must  always  expect.  But  there  really  is, 
at  present,  nothing  in  the  general  condition  of  the  inmates 
which  occasions  me  any  considerable  anxiety — nothing  to  mar 
the  pleasure  with  which  I  record  the  result  of  last  year’s 
work. 

Again  thanking  the  Governors  for  the  confidence  with 
which  they  continue  to  honour  me,  and  assuring  them  that 
my  best  exertions  shall  ever  be  made  to  forward  the  interests 
of  their  Schools,  and  to  promote  the  well-being  and  happiness 
of  the  inmates,

In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  my  office  I  beg  to  present 
to  you  my  Report  for  the  year  1869,  accompanied  by  the 
usual  Statistical  Tables.

impossible  to  carry  this  out  in  cases  where  patients  are  in  a 
dying  state  when  brought  to  the  Hospital,  and  no  patient 
has  been  refused  admission  on  these  grounds  during  the  year. 

The  contents  of  Table  15  shew  the  large  number  of  patients 
who  were  admitted  suffering  from  a  suicidal  tendency  ;  and 
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it  is  with  feelings  of  much  thankfulness  that  I  am  able  to 
report  that  another  year  has  passed  without  serious  accident 
or  casualty  of  any  kind.  There  have  been  one  or  two  despe¬ 
rate  attempts  at  suicide,  which  have  been  providentially 
frustrated  by  the  vigilance  and  activity  of  the  attendants. 

Several  patients  have  been  received  from  other  Asylums, 
but  as  has  been  before  noticed  in  these  Annual  Reports,  the 
cures  amongst  this  class  have  not  been  so  numerous  as  in 
those  cases  which  are  brought  to  the  Hospital  at  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  attack. 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  mere  change  of  scene  can 
produce  much  benefit,  after  a  lengthened  residence  in  another 
asylum  where  every  remedy  has  been  tried  without  success. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  painful  duties  of  the  Committee 
is  having  to  discharge  patients  “  uncured.”  During  the  past 
ten  years  642  have  been  so  discharged  ;  and  by  far  the 
larger  number  of  these  have  been  removed  to  County 
Asylums. 

It  is  much  to  he  regretted  that  some  public  institution 
does  not  exist  where  “incurables”  could  be  received  for  a 
small  weekly  payment,  and  so  avoid  the  necessity  of  so 
many  of  the  highly  educated  class  having  to  become  inmates 
of  pauper  Asylums. 

After  another  year’s  experience  of  Resident  Medical  Stu¬ 
dents,  I  am  rather  led  to  the  opinion  that  some  alteration 
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might  be  made  in  the  present  method  of  their  election  and 
time  of  residence.  The  having  four  fresh  subordinate  officers 
during  the  year  is  at  times  productive  of  inconvenience,  and 
a  longer  term  of  office  would  increase  their  usefulness  as 
regards  assistance  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital,  and  their 
own  efficiency,  should  they  continue  in  this  branch  of  the 
profession.  The  question  has  been  frequently  discussed,  and 
anxiously  considered  by  myself,  flow  best  Bethlem  Hospital 
might  be  made  available  for  practical  instruction,  and  so 
afford  opportunities  for  medical  men  to  study  the  various 
forms  of  insanity.  The  Wards  of  this  Hospital  are  at  all 
times  open  to  members  of  the  profession,  but  few  avail 
themselves  of  the  privilege ;  and  no  students  have  presented 
themselves  during  the  past  year. 

In  a  Memoir  of  Dr.  Conolly,  by  Sir  James  Clark,  the 
following  passage  occurs  : — 

“  Insanity  has  not  yet  found  a  place  among  the  required 
branches  of  medical  education  in  this  country.  Steps,  how¬ 
ever,  have  been  recently  taken  to  supply  in  some  measure 
this  want,  and  no  doubt  insanity  will  soon  take  its  proper 
place  in  the  medical  curriculum.  The  Senate  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  London  has  made  a  small  step  in  advance,  by  recog¬ 
nizing  three  months’  attendance,  with  clinical  instruction,  in 
a  lunatic  asylum,  as  equivalent  to  the  same  period  of  atten¬ 
dance  in  a  medical  hospital.  With  this  view  the  Senate  has 
recognised  Bethlehem  and  St.  Luke’s  Hospitals,  as  Medical 
Schools  for  the  practical  study  of  insanity.  The  Lunatic 
Asylums  of  Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  and  Aberdeen,  admit 
medical  students  to  their  wards  for  practical  instruction, 
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although  a  small  number  only  avail  themselves  of  the  oppor¬ 
tunity.  So  it  will  continue  to  be  till  insanity  is  made  a 
subject  of  examination  for  a  medical  6  degree.’  ” 

Two  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  visited  the  Hospital 
on  the  16th  of  December,  and  left  the  following  Deport — 

“  Bethlehem  Hospital, 

“  1  Qth  December ,  1869. 

“  The  admissions  to  this  Hospital  since  the  6th  of  July, 
1868,  when  the  Commissioners  last  visited,  have  been  329 ; 
of  whom  126  were  male,  and  203  were  female  patients. 
The  discharges  in  the  same  interval  were  282,  or  120  males 
and  162  females;  and  of  these,  157,  or  56  males  and  101 
females,  were  recoveries;  the  rest,  comprising  119  patients, 
or  64  males  and  55  females,  entered  as  not  improved,  and  3 
of  each  sex  described  as  having  been  relieved.  The  deaths 
were  34,  or  12  males  and  22  females,  all  from  ordinary 
causes ;  no  case  having  occurred  calling  for  an  inquest. 
The  numbers  in  the  Hospital  to-day  are  256,  and  there  are 
besides  8  absent  on  leave;  the  male  division  containing  110, 
and  the  female  division  154.  Out  of  these  patients,  52  are 
on  the  incurable  list ;  and  the  remainder,  excepting  only  a 
female  criminal  retained  by  the  Secretary  of  State’s  per¬ 
mission,  belong  to  the  ordinary  class. 

“  Of  those  absent,  and  not  seen  by  us  to-day,  it  should  be 
mentioned  that  3  are  what  are  called  short  absentees  ;  such 
permissions  being  frequently  and  judiciously  given  for  a 
single  day,  or  one  or  two  days,  whereby  many  are  allowed 
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from  time  to  time  to  visit  their  friends.  Dr.  Williams 
expects  to  be  able  to  extend  this  privilege  during  the  present 
Christmas  to  as  many  as  30  patients. 

“  The  256  inmates  seen  by  us  were  generally  quiet,  and 
in  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition ;  the  exceptions  being  in 
the  basement  on  the  female  side,  where  the  most  recent  and 
acute  cases  are ;  and  where,  both  here  and  in  the  male 
division,  the  structural  defects  of  the  building  are  most 
prominent.  It  is  right  to  add  that  everything  possible  seems 
now  interposed  to  render  these  defects  less  depressing  to  the 
patients,  by  more  abundant  provision  of  in-door  amusements, 
by  more  cheerful  domestic  furniture  in  the  day  rooms,  by 
partial  colouring  on  the  walls  of  the  galleries,  and  by  the 

enlargement  and  planting  of  the  airing  courts. 

« 

“  Generally  of  the  Hospital  accomodation  on  the  floors 
above  these  basements,  most  favourable  report  is  to  be  made ; 
and  two  of  the  female  galleries  have  now  been  papered 
throughout,  one  having  been  done  since  the  last  visit. 
Similar  amendment  is  in  progress  on  the  men’s  side,  a  piano 
and  other  amusement  having  been  introduced  lately.  And 
from  their  greater  advantages  of  structure,  these  portions  of 
the  building  are  so  much  the  most  comfortable  and  cheerful, 
that  it  is  to  be  regretted  they  should  not  be  accessible  to  such 
of  the  less  favourable  cases,  now  in  the  basement,  as  might 
be  properly  brought  within  their  more  enlivening  influences. 
At  the  associated  amusements  several  ol  this  class  attend, 
much  to  their  profit ;  and  as  this  is  found  to  involve  no 
inconvenience  or  disadvantage  to  any,  the  rule  might  bo 
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further  extended.  There  is,  in  short,  so  much  liberal  and 
cheerful  provision  made  here  for  the  ordinarily  daily  life  and 
entertainment  of  the  inmates  of  all  the  best  galleries,  that 
we  should  like  to  see  the  worst  patients  admitted  from  time 
to  time,  under  proper  rules  and  limitations,  to  profit  by  its 
advantages. 

“  All  the  sleeping  rooms  and  dormitories  were  in  good 
order,  and  we  observed  much  improvement  in  many  of  the 
single  rooms ;  nor  would  it  he  very  easy  to  overstate  the 
comfojt  of  the  infirmary  wards.  We  have  strongly  recom¬ 
mended  such  a  re-arrangement  of  the  bathing  as  will  admit 
of  a  change  of  water  for  each  person  ;  a  practice  now  very 
general  even  in  County  Asylums,  and  especially  required  for 
patients  of  the  class  admitted  here.  Having  regard  also  to 
the  habits  of  the  private  patient  class,  it  seems  to  us  very 
desirable  that  the  hour  of  going  to  bed  should  not  he  imposed 
upon  all,  as  at  present,  so  early  as  8  o’clock. 

“  The  usual  sea-side  holiday  has  been  intercepted  this  year 
by  the  arrangements  in  connection  with  the  proposed  Con¬ 
valescent  Establishment,  which  it  was  hoped  might  have  been 
completed  for  the  reception  of  patients.  This  might  indeed 
be  done  in  a  fortnight,  the  furnishing  only  being  now 
required ;  and  it  is  fully  the  intention  to  remove  some 
patients  there  in  the  spring.  Meanwhile,  numerous  parties 
have  been  taken  for  short  excursions  to  places  of  amusement, 
and  absences  for  the  day  have  been  very  liberally  given. 

u  Since  the  last  visit,  seclusion  has  been  resorted  to  on 
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fourteen  occasions  with  six  males,  and  on  eighty-four  occa¬ 
sions  with  twenty-two  females ;  three  or  four  of  the  latter 
much  more  frequently  than  the  others.  There  is  little  else 
to  report  from  the  Medical  Journal;  only  10  of  each  sex  at 
present  taking  medicine,  and  the  general  health  being  good. 
Yery  few  indeed  were  in  bed  to-day. 

“  Our  general  impression  from  this  visit  is  very  favourable 
as  to  the  manner  in  which  Dr.  Williams  continues  to 
discharge  his  important  duties  here.  He  has  an  attentive 
house  Surgeon  in  Dr.  Kempthorne,  who  showed  much 
knowledge  of  the  patients  to-day ;  and  we  were  much 
pleased  by  the  conduct  and  demeanour  of  the  Attendants, 
all  of  a  good  class,  many  known  to  us  for  several  years. 
We  had  no  complaints  from  patients,  and  many  spoke 
gratefully  of  the  kindness  received  by  them.

The  papering  of  another  female  gallery  during  the  year 
has  added  much  to  its  cheerfulness  and  comfort ;  and  on  the 
male  side  No.  3  gallery  has  been  very  artistically  decorated 
by  one  of  the  patients.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the 
papering  over  the  brick  walls  has  proved  a  success,  and  I 
hope  it  may  be  further  continued  this  year.  I  am  aware  that 
the  experiment  has  been  frequently  tried  in  other  Asylums, 
and  was  induced  to  recommend  it  to  the  Committee  from 
visits  I  had  paid  to  several  County  Asylums  where  this  sort 
of  decoration  was  extensively  employed.  By  the  death  ot 
tho  Matron,  Mrs.  Dunn,  after  a  long  and  trying  illness,  the

Hospital  sustained  the  loss  of  a  most  valuable  and  efficient 
officer,  who  for  fifteen  years  had  faithfully  performed  her 
duties,  and  by  her  kind  and  amiable  disposition  had  endeared 
herself'  to  all  the  inmates.  The  Committee  have  directed 
that  a  memorial  stone  shall  he  placed  over  her  grave  in 
Brompton  cemetery. 

Miss  Wright,  late  Matron  at  Wellington  College,  has 
been  appointed  as  her  successor. 

The  occupation  and  amusements  of  the  patients  have  con¬ 
tinued  the  same  as  in  former  years.  In  my  opinion  too  much 
stress  cannot  he  laid  upon  the  value  of  inducing  patients  to 
employ  themselves,  as  frequently  the  first  indication  of 
returning  reason  is  a  desire  to  assist  in  the  ward  duties,  or  in 
some  other  occupation  suitable  to  their  condition.  It  is  fre¬ 
quently  difficult  to  find  employment  for  the  class  of  male 
patients  received  into  Bethlem  Hospital,  hut  the  engagement 
of  a  Garden -attendant,  and  the  additional  workshops  now  on 
the  premises  have,  during  the  past  two  or  three  years,  provided 
occupation  and  amusement  for  several,  wTho  in  former  years 
were  unemployed. 

The  conduct  of  the  Attendants  and  Servants  has  been  very 
good,  and  it  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I  endorse  the 
remarks  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  at  their  last  visit. 
I  must  express  my  grateful  acknowledgements  for  the 
co-operation  and  assistance  of  all  the  Officers  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  who  are  always  most  anxious  and  ready  to  aid  m  every¬ 
thing  that  may  conduce  to  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  the 
patients.

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In  concluding  this  Report,  allow  me  to  tender  my  best 
thanks  to  the  Committee  and  (Governors  for  their  continued 
confidence,  and  for  the  courtesy  and  consideration  that  have 
been  at  all  times  shewn  me  in  the  performance  of  my  respon¬ 
sible  duties.
